T H E EA E TR ’S CBUST. 


Ass I n t e r e s t in g I.r o tu r e b y P r o fe s s o r 
D ic k in s o n . 
There was not a v jr y large audience at 
the lecture given by Professor Dickinson, 
last night, at tbe Church of the Unity, 
on the subject of “ A Closer Look at the 
E arth’s Crust,” but t'iose who were 
present enjoyed the train of thought pre­ 
sented by the Professor greatly. He 
commenced by giving a condensed re­ 
view of his lecture a week ago, when he 
told all about the shape, size and weight 
of the earth, leadiDg up to the subject cf 
he evening by describing the formation 
of the crnat and the canses of its forma­ 
tion. He gare the age of the earth as one 
hundred million years, and said while 
some said it wag four hundred million 
years, he did not think it was eo old for 
the reason that in that case there would 
be no beat below the crust, as there is at 
present. 
In four hundred million years 
all the heat in the earth would have been 
carried off by radiation. The earth had 
cooled down and the surface was pretty 
well known, hut no one knew what is in 
the center. 
Some people say that the 
center of the earth is composed of met&ls, 
but this could not be known. 
It was 
pretty reasonable to suppose that the 
center is composed cf an enormous me­ 
tallic nucleus and that above that came 
ihe rock and last the upper crust. 
He 
thought that tbe crust 
must be at 
least 3,000 miles thick. 
If it were 
aay thinner it could not stand the strain 
caused by the various movements of the 
earth, which he explained. 
The same 
principles which applied to archee in 
mechanics applied to the eatth ’a crust, 
and according to these the crust m ust be 
at least 3,000 miles thick. If it were not 
that thick, and if the interior were 
molten material, then there would be 
tidal waves in the interior th at would 
break through. 
Continuing, the Pro­ 
fessor said that when the crust was 
formed and had cooled down so that mois­ 
ture was condensed from the atmosphere 
it began to wash, and the higher portions 
were sent down to the lower, forming 
layers of sediment. He exhibited a map 
of the earth, and drew attention to the 
shore lines, which, he said, indicated 
some peculiarity in the law by which con­ 
tinents were lifted up. 
He thought that 
aB the crust first cooled it cracked, and a 
portion of it fell in. The contraction of 
the interior had left a space beneath the 
crust, aud the inner portion was some 
distance below the surface. 
The cruet 
that fell in lodged on this inner ball, and 
the depression made became filled with 
water, forming oceans such as the Atlan­ 
tic and Pacific. 
The pressure was such, 
however, that the crust gave way at its 
weaker portions along the shores of the 
oceans, and thus mountain chains were 
formed. The continents, as outlined by 
the original crack, he thought had re­ 
mained and would forever rem ain un­ 
changed, and tbe oceans wonld remain 
where they are. The Professor gave a 
very interesting description of the forma­ 
tion of rocks, and carried his hearers with 
him for over an hour. The third lecture 
of the course will be given next Friday 
evening. 


A C h in e s e F r a c a s . 
About 10 o’clock last night Ah Sam , 
a prominent Chinese 
m erchant, was 
held up on Sanchez street, in the rear of 
the Pico House, by a highbinder named 
Ah Fing, who presented a huge Colt’s 
revolver at his victim and demanded 
money. Ah 8am attem pted to argue the 
m atter with the highbinder, but the 
latter rustied at the m erchant and after 
striking him on the head

weapon three or four times, stepped back 
a few paces and deliberately fired three 
shots at hifl victim who, on divining hie 
intention, turned and ran. Fortunately 
the bullets missed their mark and Ah 
8am escaped into a neighboring ahanty. 
Officer Gilbert on bearing tbe shots, ran 
round the Pico House and captured the 
heathen, who was conveyed to the Police 
Station in the patrol wagon, and locked 
up on the charge of assault with intent 
to m urder. ^ 


T H E STUDY OF LAW. 


C o lo n e l G eo . f t . * m it b ’s E f f o r t s t o 
Kedu:e It to a Science. 
Last night, in the court-room of De­ 
partm ent 3 of the Superior Court, Colonel 
Geo. H. Smith delivered the second 
lecture, before the law stndenfcj of the 
city, iu his course. 
The effort is to 
direct the attention of the students to 
more 
philosophical, 
systematic and 
scientific m ethods of study than usually 
obtain. 
The best way to give an 
idea of these lectures will be to present 
a brief synopsis of their scope. 
The first lecture was on the definition 
of law as laid down in the books, and 
the divisions of the law. The first defini­ 
tion, that of 
Blackstone, 
Bentham , 
Austin and others is that the law is an 
expression of the will of the state. The 
second, which 
is 
from 
Blackstone, 
íb that the law consists of th e gen­ 
eral customs of the realm. 
T he third 
is th at the law is the science of the just 
and unjust, aud the art of the good and 
equal; or tbe common rule for adm inis­ 
tering 
justice 
within 
the country. 
Justinian in ancient times, and Bracton, 
Coke, Hale and others in modern times, 
hold this view. A fourth definition is 
that the law is the aggregate of the rules 
and principles w hether statutory, cus­ 
tomary or of natural reason by which 
the courts are governed in the exercise 
of jurisdiction. Sir Matthow H ale and 
others are quoted as making use of this. 
These definitions are all more or less de­ 
fective, in that each embraces not the 
whole system of the law, but rather one 
or more of its branches. 
Jurisdiction is defined aa being the 
power to hear and determine the subject 
in controversy between parties to a suit. 
The divisions of law follow; on which 
subject the lecturer sets forth that the law 
is not a homogeneous whole, but several 
branches differing essentially in their 
nature. The subject first branches into 
criminal law and civil law, and the latter 
ramifies into the law of civil procedure 
and the law of private right. 
The second lecture, which was de­ 
livered last night, took up the subject of 
private rights. The law of private rights 
embraces all questions as to the essential 
m atter of such rights in opposition to the 
law of procedure. In every civil suit the 
essence of the cause. is w hether the 
power of the State shall be invoked to 
compel the defendant to do some act, 
or to refrain from doing an act because 
of the rights of the plaintiff. 
Tbis is 
called the action. 
The fundam ental 
principle 
is 
that 
where 
there 
is 
a 
right involved an 
action 
ought 
to 
lie. 
Here 
is 
another 
sub­ 
division 
of 
the 
subject m atter into 
the doctrine of rights, aod the doctrine 
of actions. Rights are of two kinds, 
those of ownership aud those of obliga­ 
tion. 
These each adm it of m any sub­ 
divisions. 
As to actions, rights of ownership do 
not adm it of an action unless tbe right 
has been violated, and then only to en­ 
force obligations arising out of such vio­ 
lation. 
Thus all actions are to enforce 
obligations. 
Obligations are of m any 
kinds, and actions adm it of correspond­ 
ing subdivisions, all of which th e lec­ 
turer very elaborately worked out. 
The 
studentB take a great deal of interest in 
these efforts of the Colonel to make 
their studios easier and more thorough.

had sent their trunks on ahead of them , 
and on reaching their destination, which 
she did not know to be a disreputable 
house kept by one K itty Davis, on Sain- 
sevain street, they found that their pros­ 
pective landlady had opened their bag­ 
gage, and on finding that their wardrobe 
consisted of such clothes as are uenally1 
worn by waitresses, met them with a 
volley of vituperative epithets.

The Physicians Pronounce Him Dead, 
b it the Inquest is Postponed 
U ntil Today. 


Among the passengers on the Califor­ 
nia Southern train which arrived at the 
First-street depot at 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning was Thomas 8. Ruddock, of this 
city, who was returning from his ranch 
at Covina, near Azusa.. On leaving the 
cars, Mr. Ruddock, wlio in spite of his 
75 years was apparently hale and hearty 
walked across the depot platform, and 
hailing James Culp, the driver of hack 
No. 69, seated himself in the vehicle and 
asked to be driven to the residence of 
Hon. L. J. Rose, on the corner of Grand 
avenue and Fourth street. The hackman 
drove to the house as directed, and as his 
fare made no motion to indicate his in' 
tention of alighting, he dismounted from 
his seat and rang the bell. The sum* 
mons was answered by Mrs. Rose in 
peraon, and Culp informed her that a 
gentleman wished to see Mr. Rose, 
whereupon the lady asked him to tell the 
visitor to come into the house. Culp ran 
down to his hack and spoke to his pas 
senger, who was apparently asleep in 
the eorner of the carriage, but receiv­ 
ing no response he attempted to 
rouse him by shaking him. Failing in 
this he made a closer inspection and 
came to the conclusion that his fare was 
dead. Cnlp climbed up to his seat and 
drove as fast as he could to the under­ 
taking parlors of James Cussens, on First 
street, where he was well known, and 
after he had explained the circumstances, 
the body was removed from the carriage 
and the Coroner notified of the occur­ 
rence. 
Upon his arrival the identity of the 
dead man was established by some let­ 
ters found on his person. In addition to 
these a bank-book of the Farmers and 
M erchants Bank was discovered. In it 
was an entry of the date of January 7th, 
showing that on that day Mr. Ruddock 
had deposited $41,161.95 with that insti­ 
tution. Some difficulty was experienced 
in ascertaining whether or not the un­ 
fortunate man had a family. It was at 
length learned that he resided at 317 
South Grand, avenue with his wife and 
three children. 
Mr. Cussens notified Mrs. Ruddock of 
the death of her husband, aDd at 2 
o’clock in the afternoon that lady, ac­ 
companied by her brother-in-law, visited 
the undertaking parlors to view the body. 
On their arrival they found that Dr. 
McGowan was already on the spot, ex­ 
amining the body. He stated that in 
his opinion there were no signs of death, 
although the pulsations of the heart 
were imperceptible. 
A mirror which 
was placed over the month of the un­ 
conscious man, showed a slight damp­ 
ness after it was removed, and as his 
relatives informed the physician that 
he was subject 
to trances, one 
of which had been known to last 
three days, some doubt was expressed 
as to whether or not life was actually ex­ 
tinct. 
At this juncture, a magnetic 
healer named D. S. W ildomath, who was 
acquainted with Mr. Ruddock’s family, 
made an examination. Mrs. Ruddock 
and her mother-in-law watched by the 
side of their unfortunate relative, hoping 
for signs of returning life, but at 4 o’clock 
Dr. McGowan, in company with Dr. H. 
H. Maynard, made a second examina­ 
tion of the body, and both agreed decis­ 
ively that Mr. Ruddock was dead. The 
mirror test was again applied, but with­ 
out effect, and since the first examina­ 
tion the body had become cold and rigid, 
and the lower jaw had dropped percept­ 
ibly. Mrs. Ruddock, who bad watched the 
movements of the physicians intently, 
in the hope of reading in their faces the 
result of their ultimatum, was informed 
that there was no longer any question 
about her hueband’s death, and shortly 
afterwards she was conveyed home. As 
there still seemed to be some doubt in 
the minds of the relatives as to Mr. Rud­ 
dock’s condition, Coroner Meredith al­ 
lowed them to remove the body from the 
undertaker’s to the house on Grand ave­ 
nue, and the inquest was postponed until 
Mrs. Ruddock aud her family are satis­ 
fied that there is no longer any hope of 
the recovery of their relative. 
Mr. Thomas S. Ruddock was formerly 
engaged in the lumber business in Chi­ 
cago, but owing to poor health he was 
compelled to seek a more temperate cli­ 
mate. Accordingly, five yearB ago he 
sacrificed his interests in the firm of 
which he was a member, and at once 
came to Los Angeles, accompanied by 
his wife and family. He invested largely 
in real esta'e, purchasing among other 
tracts a ranch at Covina of l.tKK) acres.

The Board of Public Works met. yes 
terday and decided to make the follow­ 
ing recommendations to the Council 
M onday: 
In the matter of Buena Vista street 
the report of the City Engineer repre­ 
sents that two-thirds of the frontage has 
protested, but the petition of Slotterbeck 
et al., withdrawing their names from the 
protest, and which was presented to the 
Council before action was taken, leaves 
an insufficient frontage represented on 
said protest. 
In view of the fact that 
many of the parties interested have been 
on both sides of the question, and that 
the present ordinance making a cut of

The cultivation of F ren ch prunes in 
C alifornia is becom ing an in d u stry of 
considerable note. 
A ccording to Theo­ 
phrastus th e prune was cultivated in 
Asia M inor in 
rem ote 
ages. 
P liny 
speaks of its cultivation by th e R om ans, 
and m akes m ention of eleven varieties 
proceeding from th e dom estic prune, 
introduced into Ita ly by C aton th e A n­ 
cient. 
I t grew w ithout cultivation in 
th e environs of D am ascus; and a very 
rustic and vigorous v ariety , know n as 
th e black D am ascus, is m uch used by 
nurserym en as subject for grafting all 
other varieties. 
Its introduction into 
France is attributed to th e C rusaders. 
If 
tradition 
is exact, th is 
valuable 
fruit w as 
first 
cultivated 
in 
th e 
southw est of F rance by th e inm ates of a 
convent near Clairie. 
T his valuable 
tree, w hich loveB a tem perate clim ate, 
does not confine 
itself, how ever, 
to 
F rance, b u t of recent years it has been 
planted in C alifornia, w here vast orch­ 
ards are profitably cultivated, and w here 
vaster orchards are com ing in to bearing 
C onsidering the fact th a t it has been 
cultivated for so long a period in F'rauce, 
th e inform ation presented by George 
W. Roosevelt, U . S. Consul at B or­ 
deaux, will be quite instructive. 
H e 
states th a t th e prune tree thrives best in 
clayey, calcareous soil, and does not 
exact for its roots a loam of profound 
depth. 
L and adapted to th e culture of 
th e vine is also partial to th is tree. 
In 
m any localities theee tw o valuable pro­ 
ducts are cultivated in conjunction, as 
the broad leaf of th e vine is especially 
useful in protecting th e roots of th e 
tree from 
th e 
intense 
h ea t of su m ­ 
m er 
A rboriculturists recom m end th a t 
to obtain successful production the prune 
tree should be grafted. T he usual custom 
in F rance in beginning or renew ing an 
orchard is to buy th e young trees from 
nurseries ready for transplanting and 
im m ediately put th em in th e ground. 
Speaking of gathering and preparing th e 
prune M r. Roosevelt says g reat care and 
good m anagem ent 
are 
indispensable. 
The fru it is usually gathered after th e 
heat of th e day has dissipated th e h u ­ 
m idity of th e night. 
W hen 
p seible, 
straw is carefully spread beneath the 
trees to prevent th e fruit from coming in 
contact w ith th e earth . 
T he prevailing 
custom , how ever, is to harrow th e ground 
before gathering th e prunes. 
Ouly such 
fruit as readily fails w hen th e tree is 
slightly shaken is gathered. 
As soon 
as h arvested th e fruit is taken to a build­ 
ing, w here it rem ains for a few days to 
com plete m aturity. 
P runes are subjected fo n o t leas than 
three, and frequently to four, distinct 
cookings before being pronounced ready 
for m arket. 
E ach of th e se operations 
has a special end, in sight of which great 
care is dem anded. 
T he first two p re­ 
lim inary cooking* have for th e ir object 
th e evaporation of w ater contained in the 
fruit, an d preparation 
for th e 
final 
cooking, w hich dries th e fruit and im ­ 
parts a certain brilliancy m uch sought 
after by buyers. 
C are is exercised in 
preparing th e oven for th e first cooking 
th a t 
th e 
degree 
of 
heat 
shall 
not 
exceed 
50 
degrees 
centigrade, 
and 
in 
the 
second 
not 
over 
70 
degrees. 
After each 
cooking, 
w hich 
occupies about six hours, th e fruit is re ­ 
m oved from th e oven and exposed to 
the air. 
W hen cold th e prunes are ca re­ 
fully turned, an w hen thn fruit is w arm 
the touch renders it glutinous and pre 
vents th e juice from conjealing. 
T he 
third cooking is perform ed a t a tem pera­ 
ture of 80 to 90 degrees, and occasion­ 
ally a t 100 degrees. 
A fter th e third 
cooking the prunes are sorted, and such 
as are found im perfectly cooked are 
again subm itted to th e oven. The highest 
degree in perfection in cooking is obtained 
w hen th e fruit presents a d ark purple 
color, solid and brilliant surface, m allea­ 
ble and elastic to th e touch, and w hen 
the kernel is well done an d intact in the 
shell. W hen these conditions are not o b ­ 
tained th e kernel ferm ents and alters the 
entire prune, w hich very soon m oulds 
and bacomeB w orthless. 
T he fruit loses 
about 70 per cent, of its original w eight. 
In F rance prunes are divided into 
nine classes, as follow s: No. 1, 90 to 92 
to th e pound ; No. 2, 80 to 82; No. 3, 70 
to 72; No. 4, 60 to 62; No. 5, 55 to 56; 
No 6, 44 to 45; No. 7, 40 to 41; No 8, 34 
to 35 and No 9, 30 to 31. 
W hen ready 
for exportation th e fruit is pressed flat 
betw een two cylinders 
covered 
w ith 
rubber aud then packed into cases by a 
special m achine called a packer. 
W hen 
grow ers in C alifornia take 
as m nch 
pains w ith th eir prunes as is described 
above, it is probable th a t this State 
alone will supply the U nited States and 
prevent th e im m ense im portation from 
F rance every year.

¡8 quite backward. Mr. Gilbert, of tbe 
Laguna Farming Company, had just got 
seventeen teams fairly at work Thursday, 
when the rains compelled him to replace 
the mules in their stables. There has 
been extensive plowing and seediDg on 
the highlands, however, and the crops 
are certain to be unusually large. Never 
in the history of Los Angeles has theie 
been such a season, for tree growth, and 
it has been well availed of, planting hav­ 
ing been carried on on a splendid scale 
in all portions of the county. 
State Division. 
Encouraged by their euccesB in dividing 
Los Angeles county, the people of Orange 
have set about an earnest agitation for 
tbe division of the State of California. 
There has been very little talk about this 
great desideratum for some time past— 
not half as much as there ought to have 
been. The necessity for cutting up our 
unwieldy commonwealth into two sym­ 
metrical States has been felt by intelli­ 
gent people for years. There is not only 
nothing homogenous in the population 
and productions of the two sections, bat 
of late, on the part of the people of the 
Northern and central counties, there has 
been a positive enmity towards those of 
tbe South. 
, 
There are politico-economical reasons 
for such a separation altogether outside 
of the dissimilarity of the two sections 
climatically and of the long and strag­ 
gling coast line, and these are to be 
found in the prodigious sums of money 
that are yearly taken from the Southern 
counties to Sacramento, very little of 
which ever returns. They amount in 
the eounties of Kern, Ventura, San Ber­ 
nardino, San Diego, Orange and Los An­ 
geles to folly a million and a half of dol­ 
lars, a thiid of which is possibly returned 
to os in the shape of school money. As 
for the remaining million, we never re­ 
ceive any equivalent for it whatsoever. 
It leaves us to swell the resources and 
enhance the prosperity of people who, if 
they do not hate us outright, at least 
feel a semi-hostility towards us, which 
leads them to backbite and despite us. 
If this million dollars a year, which 
never comes back to us, was kept ia 
Southern California, it is fairly wonder­ 
ful what good it would do. In the first 
place, there is no reason why the govern­ 
ment of the State of California should 
not be run in an economical manner, and 
half of this surplus million be left in the 
pockets of the taxpayers. After the first 
outlay for a State Capitol, the expenses 
of such a government ought not to be 
large. 
But even admitting that there might 
be a little extravagance, the money 
would be spent here. It would be used 
in beautifying and vivifying our own 
section. Our own people would reap all 
the benefits from it. 
We would not 
have the mortification of knowing that it 
was being handled by people who nave 
never a good word to say of us. In ten 
years this million dollars retained in oar 
midst, with its natural increment, would 
be an immense sum. 
Its yearly deportation is a great drain 
on the resources of this section. It was 
only a short time since we eaw a 
sneer in a San Franeisco paper at the 
large figures of the school census of the 
Southern counties, through which we 
got a fraction of our money back. That 
is to say, Lcs ADgeles ccunty alone will 
contribute about $700,000 to the State 
government and will receive about 
$200,000 of it bock for her schools. II 
we show any restivenees at the system 
of robbery frcm which we suffer, we are 
accorded the most callous indifference. 
The feeling cf the Northern and central 
counties towards those*of the South is 
very much like those of the fisherman 
described by Dr. Samuel Johnson, who, 
while ekinning his eels, cursed them be­ 
cause they wriggled. 
Uc question ably we ought to have a 
division of the State; but can we get it? 
There’s the rub. The Constitution of 
the United States says that no new 
State shall be formed out of an old one 
without the consent of the old State. It 
is very doubtful whether this could be 
obtained just now. 
As long as the 
people of the central and bay counties 
can return their own property at a ridicu­ 
lous under-valuation and make ns pay 
on a high one, they are apt to want to 
keep hold of ns. It will require a long 
and persevering agitation to bring them 
to the point of consenting to the forma­ 
tion of a State cf South California, Lon 
Angeles, or Orange, or whatever the 
name might be. 
The project would not be advocated 
with any warmth by California repre 
sentatives in Congress. Both the Sena­ 
tors would oppose it, as they both be 
lieve, from old associations—very excus­ 
able in their case—that California has a 
history which ought to unify her terri­ 
tory. It is tolerably certain that Gen. 
Vandever would put himself to very 
little inconvenience in the matter, and 
he would probably be one againet seven 
In any event. 
The scheme, though a good one, does 
not look very practicable just now, we are 
sorry to say. At the same time it does 
no harm to talk about it. 


There is a great turmoil in Los Ange­ 
les jast now, founded upon a position 
taken up by Street Superintendent Mor- 
ford. Some persons who very naturally 
desire to get into their back yards have 
thrown gutter bridges over the raised 
curbs to admit of the passage of vehicles. 
The Street Superintendent holds that 
these bridges are obstructions, and that, 
nnder a State law, he is obliged to re­ 
move them. 
The question turns on 
whether they are really obstructions. 
If they are properly built they 
are in no sense obstructions. Nothing 
bat the Superintendent’s arbitrary de 
cisión makes them so. 
The matter 
was referred to the Council, and their 
decision was againBt Col. Morford, who 
announced that be was acting under a 
State law and that the Council had 
nothing to do with the matter. Mrs. G. 
Wiley Wells yesterday obtained a pre­ 
liminary injunction restraining Col. Mor­ 
ford from removing the bridge in front 
of her property, and a hearing will be 
bad on the 29th inst., when doubtless 
the vexed question will receive an 
authoritative solution. 


T h e r e are certain peculiarities of the 
climate of Los Angeles as to which some 
competent physician onght to write an 
elaborate article for some leading East­ 
ern medical journal, and a short conver­ 
sation which the writer had with Dr. 
Kannon, tbe other day, disclosed some 
of them. During three years, during 
which Dr. Kannon was the attendant 
physician at the Sisters’ Infirmary, he 
has had only one death, including his 
private practice, from pneumonia or 
plenro-pneumonia, and that recently. 
This he refers 
entirely 
to 
the 
climate. 
Los Angeles is the Para­ 
dise of children. Infantile diarrhoea or 
cholera morbus is absolutely unknown 
here, and yet to this dread disease is 
referable half the mortality recorded 
amongst 
children 
in 
the 
East. 
The young Ac gelt fio has a tlrrific chest 
voice, with scarcely a suggestion of the 
laryngeal notes. The Doctor confirmed 
an opinion which we have always en­ 
tertained, that the strongest men as well 
as the swiftest horses are destined to be 
developed in California. 
The loaded cane has recently figured 
in journalism in San Francisco, a gay 
and festive sport having nearly beaten 
the life out of an editor of the San Fran­ 
cisco Evening Post for a too detailed 
mention of his relations with May Yohe, 
whom Angelefios will remember from 
her occasional appearances here o.u the 
hoards of the Grand. 
It is doubtful 
whether Williams will derive much 
good from his murderous assault. 
His 
movements will he sure to he recorded 
with much greater minuteness in the fu­ 
ture, and in a tone of much more caustic 
comment. 
This may make Williams 
take another chance of converting himself 
into a murderer, and it he succeeds he 
will not have accomplished anything 
specially enviable. 
It will simply rule 
him out of respectable life, give him an 
excellent chance of landing on the gal­ 
lows or in the penitentiary, and make 
him feel like a vagabond. The dismissal 
on bail in the sum of $2,000 of a man 
who has made a murderons assault on a 
citizen, and flourished* a pistol threaten­ 
ingly over a crowd, showB how little the 
average San Francisco judge cares for 
human life. 


I n t h e sudden death of Thomas S 
Ruddock yesterday Los Angeles lost one 
of the valuable citizens that Chicago has 
contributed to this section.

l’he Oklahoma Townsite Bill 
in the House. 


THE BALLOT-BOX FORGERY CASK 


Ex-Governor Foraker on the W it­ 
ness Stand—Re-Rated Pen­ 
sioners Bounced. 


A ssociated Presa Dispatches to the H erald. 
W a s h in g to n , January 17.— In the 
House today Mills, cf Texas, introduced 
a bill to extend the trade and commerce 
of the United States, and to provide for 
full reciprocity between the United 
States and Mexico. Referred. 
Perkins called up the bill providing for 
thb settlement of the controversies over 
the townsite locations in Oklahoma. 
The first section of the bill authorizing 
the Secretary of the Interior to appoint 
three Commissioners for each portion of 
public lands settled upon and occupied as 
a townsite (no more than two of whom 
shall be members of the same political 
organization), whose duty it shall bo 
whenever called on by any of the occu­ 
pants of such townsite (the money for 
the entrance of such townsite being fur­ 
nished) to enter at the proper land office 
at the minimum price of the land so 
settled and occupied, not exceeding one- 
iialf section for each townsite, in trnst 
for the several use and benefit of the oc­ 
cupants thereof, according to their respec­ 
tive interests. 
Baker, of New York, offered an amend­ 
ment providing for the appointment (in­ 
stead of an indefinite number of Com­ 
missioners) of four boards, to consist of 
three Commissioners each—three hoards 
for the eastern and one for the western 
land district. 
Perkins believed that at least five 
boards should he provided for. 
Pickier, of South Dakota, doubted 
whether five would be enough. 
Payson, of Illinois, while he was in 
favor of having the question settled, s-iid 
the people in the towns of Oklahoma had 
to come to Borne sort of agreement which 
would greatly reduce the work of the 
Commissioners. While he would err on 
the side of generosity, he did not think 
that the House should be prodigal. 
HolmaD, of Indiana, offered a substi­ 
tute for the first section, devolving upon 
tho local land officers, under the rules 
and regulations prescribed by the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior, the duties proposed 
to he performed by the Commissioners. 
Baker modified the amendment so as 
to provide for the appointment of not 
more than five boards, to consist of three 
Commissioners each; and as modified it 
was agreed to. 
Holman’s substitute was rejected. 
The second section of the bill author­ 
izes the Commissioners to do whatever 
may be necessary to execute in good 
faith and justice the provisions of this 
act.Section 3 authorizes the Secretary 
of the Interior to prescribe rules and 
regulations to govern the Commissioners 
and make it the duty of tho Commission­ 
ers to determine all centroversieB arising 
between claimants. 
Culberson moved an amendment pro­ 
viding that the claim of any person ¿or 
any town site or lot shall be deemed 
valid if such person entered tho territory 
or took possession of the town site or lot 
in advance of the date fixed by the 
President’s proclamation. 
Tarsney offered as a substitute for this 
amendment an amendment providing 
that when it shall be shown by satisfac­ 
tory evidence that a claimant was, at 
noon on the 22d of April, 1889, a United 
Scates Marshal, Dsputy M arshal, or 
L^nited States officer or agent, or was 
prior to that date in Oklahoma, repre­ 
senting himself to be euch officer, or if 
it is shown that claimant entered the 
territory in violation of the President’s 
proclamation, such claimant shall not 
have the right to prove up or purchase 
any town site or lot. 
Pending action the committee rose and 
the House adjourned nntil 1 o’clock to­ 
morrow, enabling tho members to attend 
the funeral of Walker Blaine.

A W a s h in g to n diepatch in yesterday’s 
Tribune represents Secretary Blaine as 
being very much depressed over the 
loss of “ an only son.” As we have 
heard of no accidents to Emmons or 
James G., Jr., we fail to see where this 
affecting phrase is applicable. Walker 
was undoubtedly the flower of the flock, 
but report speaks favorably of Emmons, 
who has done very well as a railroad 
man. 
A great statesman, to whom 
Blaine has frequently been compared, 
Henry Clay, lost the most brilliant of 
his sens on the battlefields of the Mexi 
can war.

A Frightful Disaster Near 
Cincinnati. 


PA8SENGEK TRAINS TELESCOPED. 


Five People Killed and Several 
Seriously Injured—A Mur­ 
der Mjstery.. 


Associated Press Dispatches to the H e r a l d . 
C in cin n a ti. January 17.—At 7 :10 thie 
evening as the Glendote accommodation, 
baund for Cincinnati, watt leaving the 
station at College Hill Junction, the Chi­ 
cago vestibule train ran into the rear of 
the accommodation. 
There were three 
passenger cars .of the Glendale train, 
containing about seventy-five people. 
The locomotive of the vestibuled train 
ran half way through the rear car of the 
accommodation, piling the passenger 
cars in a heap, and eetting them on fire. 
At the present writing fonr persons 
have been taken 
out dead from 
the wreck. 
The wounded are now 
on their way to this city, where 
they will bo taken to the hospital. The 
number of fatalities and injuries, con­ 
sidering the completeness of the wreck 
and the number of passengers, is re­ 
ported to be comparatively small. Sev­ 
eral persons rescued were fatally 
wounded. B. Stevenson, the baggage- 
master of the vestibuled train, was badly 
hart, and died shortly after being placed 
in the patrol wagon. The body of John 
Wilson, Superintendent of the Metro­ 
politan Life Insurance Company in Cin­ 
cinnati, has been identified as one of 
those burned up. The engineer of the 
vestibuled train is seriously hurt. 
L a te r—Superintendent Nelson, who 
arrived in the city from the scene of tbe 
wreck at midnight, says John Wilson, of 
Cincinnati, conductor, F. W. Wit her bee 
and one unkhown woman wore the only 
ones killed outright. James Staley, bag- 
bage master, who was terribly burned, 
and William Klamitz, a passenger, have 
died at the hospital since being brought 
to the city, making the number of fatal­ 
ities five. 
Tbe engineer and fireman of No. 31 
were terribly injured, as was also a boy, 
name unknown, from Carthage, Ohio. 
They are in the hospital. It is claimed 
no other persons were seriously hurt.

Another thing which Mr. Patterson 
thinks militates against the progress of 
this city is the high rates of rents pre 
vailing for business premises. 
He states 
that he came here two years ago with the 
intention of resting for one year, and at 
the end of that time going into business 
A year ago, having taken his rest and 
feeling refreshed, he made an attempt to 
go into business, but found rents so high 
he could not see his way to do anything 
He spoke of the short-sighted policy or 
so doing and prophesied that it would 
eventually result in driviDg business 
into new streets. One of these days 
property-holders on Fort 
street will 
wake* up, and put up blocks of store?, 
which they will offer at low rents to 
business men, and the high-cost stores 
will go untenanted. 
This occurred in 
Chicago to the great injury of much 
property. 
The price of money Mr. Patterson 
thinks is too high here. 
He thinks the 
local banks ought to encourage new in­ 
dustries by allowing the proprietors to 
borrow money at a fair rate. 
M«jjr 
Toler was with Mr. Patter 
son, and the discussion drifted to allow­ 
ing new concerns to do business here for 
a term of years without making them 
pay taxes. 
The Major said he would 
take this up and see about the matter— 
see what could be done. 
After this talk the reporter met Major 
Bonebrake of the Los Angeles National 
Bank. The Maj j t took a hopeful view of 
things. 
He said Los Angeles was more 
than holding her own. New capital is 
coming in here seeking 
investment;

As to rents, he said some of the tenants 
in the Bryson-Bonebrake block com­ 
plained that their rents were too high. 
Leases running for five years at $500 a 
month, with responsible parties, they 
had offered to cancel if the tenants eo 
desired, as there were others ready to 
take new leases for $650 a month. While 
tenants make such tenders as this land­ 
lords are likely to hold up their rents. 
Business is not sentiment, and property 
owners are hardly to blame for takiDg 
the rents people freely offer to pay.

would be for 
the owners of good lots to improve 
them. The Bryson-Bonebrake building 
is repuled to be paying $3,000 a month. 
That io a very handsome income. 
The banker eays there are a good many 
heavily moneyed men coming in here. 
A Judge TJmri, of Nebraska, is here to 
invest a large sum of money. 
He wants 
to buy out the electric railroad, but an­ 
other capitalist has an option on the 
property, and nntil that runs out nothing 
can be done. If that miscarries, then 
the new man will buy it oat. 
The reporter learned later that a new 
bank is about to be opened at the corner 
of Fort and Sixth streets, in the Frank 
enfield block. 
Dr. H. Sinsabaugh is at

their worthless bits of paper, all signed 
by a boy about whom there were grave 
doubts as to his sanity, and whose face 
plainly indicated that 
he 
was not 
“ right.*’ 
The boy was led back to jail, where 
he is held on a charge of forgery. 
He is 
intelligent enough to make his case very 
puzzling, 
and 
it 
is 
more 
than 
possible 
that 
some 
jury 
may 
adjudge him a criminal instead of an 
imbecile. 
Yet it would really seem as if 
the man who would trust him did not 
deserve much sympathy. 
And the case of this boy recalls to 
mind a most pressing need of this part 
of the State. There ought to be a home 
for feeble minded persons in this end of 
California. 
It is a subject which some 
of the Assemblymen and Senators from 
this county ought to move at the next 
meeting of the Legislature.

In order that the croaking portion of 
this moral heritage may have a more 
clear conception of the ideas of our ¿east­ 
ern friends, we publish Rome facts and 
statistics, which were carefully and dis­ 
interestedly compiled and read at a rail­ 
road meeting held not long since at the 
Grand Pacific hotel, Chicago. How many 
of the residente of Southern California 
realize the facts as therein set forth. 
We were permitted to see a copy of the 
original letter, but were requested not to 
publish the nameB, as in its connection 
were m atters not for the public. 
If 
those who do not content themselves 
without making money as fast as they 
did during the years of prosperity', would, 
instead of croaking and fiuding fault, use 
the same energy toward improving their 
property, cultivate their lands and make 
them productive, it would not be long be­ 
fore such progresa would be made as 
would soon induce the influx of eastern 
capitalists. We have the same soil,same 
climate, and better railroad advantages 
than ever before. There has been since 
last spring a good, steady, healthy 
growth in the city of Los Angeles and 
surrounding country. 
Very few failures 
amoug business men, but there is a sor' 
of general apathy among a class who 
made money eo rapidly on comparatively 
little capital th at they cannot get down 
to doing business on actual returns of a 
reasonable character on their invest­ 
ments. The outlook for an abundant 
crop and remunerative prices was never 
more favorable than at the present time. 
The white scale has been eradicated and 
a large dem and already for our orange 
crop, which is inadequate at good prices. 
Wines have advanced recently nearly 33 
per cent. 
Enelish walnuts also pay 
handsomely, and bring a better price 
every year over any imported, and are 
far superior in quality. 
We learn that 
m any thousands of both orange and wal­ 
nut trees will be planted this season 
one gentlem an alone making prepara 
tions to plant 100 acres in Washington 
navels and 100 acres in soft shell English 
walnuts. 
There ia no section that has 
any better soil, climate, water or other 
advantages superior to the San Gabriel 
▼alley, and it all should be made pro­ 
ductive, and cultivated to the fruits to 
which it is adapted. 
Below we give a synopsis of the letter 
referred to above, which will, we think, 
be of interest to our readers: 
C h ic a g o , August 8, 1889. 
D kar S ir—la reply to your favor of 
yesterday I beg to hand you the items of 
statistics mentioned at the meeting at the 
Grand Pacific hotel, touching the devel­ 
opm ent of Los Angeles. These facts have 
been gleaned from various quarters and 
are believed to be reliable: 
Population, 88,000; an increase from 
10,000 eight years ago. 
Sixty-eight passenger trainB enter and 
sixty-eight passenger trains leave Los 
Aügeles daily. 
• 
In 1888, $10,000.000 was spent in 
building; in 1889 the estim ated outlay is 
$6,000,000. 
There are eleven banks with assets 
amounting to $14,000,000. 
The climate is the finest and most even 
in the world. Although the county of 
Los Angeles has a frontage of more than 
one hundred miles on the Pacific ocean, 
there is no record of any vessel having 
ever been loat or wrecked on that one 
hundred miles of coast. 
The death rate for Los Angeles in 
1888 was only 8 to the 1,000 population, 
and this included 102 deaths from con­ 
sumption, 95 of which were people from 
Eastern States, who had gone to Los An­ 
geles in the advanced stages of that 
disease. 
In Los Angeles county there are 2,000,­ 
000 acreB of arable land. The tax assess­ 
m ent the for citv in 1882 was $7,637,000. 
and in 1888 $39,470,00. 
T te assess­ 
m ent for the county for that year was 
$111,318,204. 
The orange crop in Los Angeles county 
for 1888 amounted to 10,000,000 pounds, 
worth on the trees $2,000,000; raisins, 
5.000.000 pounds, valued at $1,000 000; 
the wine crop, $4,000,000; the barley 
crop, 4,000,000 bushels; wheat crop, 
2.000.000 bushels; olives on the trees 
yielded $1,000 per acre; figs, $300 to $500, 
and pruneB, $700. The principal grass 
crop is alfalta, of which six to eight 
crops are raieed every year on the same 
ground, yielding twelve tons to the acre 
every year.
